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KPFA's  program  schedule  is  published  in  this  monthly 
guide  as  a  service  to  subscribers,  who  support  our  non- 
profit, non-commercial  station  at  the  rate  of  $15.00  (regu- 
lar) or  $10.00  (student  and  retired)  for  a  year. 

Our  broadcast  day  starts  Monday  through  Friday  at 
7:00  A.M.  and  on  weekends  and  holidays  at  8:00  A.M. 
and  lasts  at  least  until  midnight. 

Listeners  in  certain  parts  of  the  East  Bay  who  have  diffi- 
culty receiving  KPFA  can  hear  these  programs  broadcast 
simultaneously  on  KPFB  at  89.3  MC. 


KPFA  is  owned  by  Pacifica  Foundation,  a  non-profit 
institution.  Other  Pacifica  stations  are  KPFK,  Los  An- 
geles, California  91604,  and  WBAI,  New  York,  New  York 
10016.  Subscriptions  are  transferable. 

The  duration  of  programs  scheduled  is  approximate.  Dates 
after  listings  indicate  past  or  future  duplicate  broadcasts; 
an  indication  of  the  time  of  such  scheduling  refers  to  a 
more  detailed  description  of  the  program.  An  asterisk  pre- 
ceding a  music  listing  means  the  performance  is  not 
commercially  available. 


Because  of  our  printing  deadline  I  am  writing  this 
the  day  the  marathon  reached  its  goal.  I  can  therefore 
only  give  general  estimates  of  its  success  and  mean- 
ing. With  this  in  mind  I  can  say  that  financially  it 
was  a  success,  we  not  only  reached  our  $75,000  goal, 
but  probably  exceeded  it  by  at  least  $2,000.  We  have 
close  to  1 ,000  new  subscribers,  and  hundreds  of  new 
listeners  who  were  made  aware  of  KPFA  during  the 
marathon. 

I  think  we  can  all  agree,  however,  that  the  most 
valuable  assest  of  the  marathon  can  be  measured  only 
in  terms  of  up  lift  to  all  of  our  spirits.  The  stirring 
evidence  of  love  and  rapport  between  the  station  and 
its  supporters,  the  determination  of  so  many  to  see 
that  we  continue  was  almost  tangible  during  the  181 
hours  of  marathon  broadcasting.  To  us  in  the  station 
the  unstinting  help  of  the  volunteers  and  the  over- 
whelming response  of  those  of  you  throughout  our 
signal  area  was  too  moving  to  describe.  To  say  it 
simply,  "thank  you"  from  everyone  to  everyone.
